Sorry so many things kept me from reading and correcting that I started to write 
you Friday but X ve finally, just before supper, been able to read and correct it* 

Ss I think I told you, the neurological diagnosis at Hopkins indicated the need for 
local tests and treatment. I do not get to see the family doctor until tomorrow and the 
orthopaedic surgeon until Wednesday. But I drove to both office Friday and arranged the 
appointments and for the physical therapy, which began today. And will take some time 
three mornings a week for an as yet unknown time. 

The therapist discovered that my less dama ged leg is 1 l/2 times stronger that the 
left, more damaged and now weaker. 

For my age, though, I was told I have good hamstrings. When I see what happens to 
football players, how they look, I'm sure glad of that! 

Probably it xs new to me only, but I was impressed by what they can do to muscles 
electrically, shocks at intervals that can be set, as can the strength of the shocks. 

The treatment is to make the muscle contract. I could see it as well as feel it. 

Th anks for mailing me the notices of the two coming Dallas books, by the cop who 
stole copies of his lab records (he was far from the only one who stole records) and 
by Ji» Jean Hill. I doubt there will be any great significance to the lab work done in 
Dallas and I have no reason to believe that Hill can add any solid assassination informa- 
tion to what she testified to. 

Lane Grodin, Dick Gregory, Mark North (new book about Hoover) and I think Ovillle 
Nix's granddaughter were on Geraldo today. I heard about it too late for more than 
about 5 mingtes other than commercials. 

I'm sure North is wrong in saying that JFK planned to force Hoover to retire whan 
he reached retirement age.
